I he Met raw opening at Arlington, 
I birthplace of the Attorney General, 
was ail that the McCraw managers 
expected.

trick in the bag, the competent staff 
I of McCraw press agents assembled a 
crowd that packed a city block on 
Arlington’s square, including 1800 
I who rode a free special train from 
Dallas. McCraw outlined his platform 
in a carefully prepared, serious ad­ 
dress which pleased his crowd, and 
the thousands who listened on the 
radio.

I hompson 
platforms, and

mentioning natural 
resources, pipe­ 
lines and public utilities. Thompson 
would seek additional 
revenue, if 
needed, from a luxury tax and na­ 
tural resources, urging lower utility 
rate-, through state regulation, in­ 
stead of increased state taxation to 
hike rates to consumers. Both pledged 
economy, no new taxes, opposition 
to a sales tax. Thompson favored a 
tax on luxuries, if needed, while Mc­ 
Clave called a luxury tax tho same 
as a sales tax. 
McCraw made rather broad claims 
for the credit for abolishing hot oil, 
lowering gas rates, developing tho oil 
industry, defeating Federal Oil Con­ 
trol, and other achievements in which 
both the Railroad 
Commission and 
tho Attorney General’s office have 
participated. There is likely to devel­ 
op some pretty lively differences of 
opinion as

SCIENCE AND ENGINEERING JOIN TO DEFEAT 
RURAL LIFE ENEMIES— ROAD MUD AND DUST

Once not more than a m ud road Uke the one pictured above it, this Virginia thoroughfare resulted 
from the proper mixtures o f local soil materials and calcium chloride to give a "stabilized” turn- 
pike o f the type recom m ended b y the U. S. Bureau o f Public Roads for low-cost, all-season purpose. 


Science and engineering effectively 
have combined forces to fight those 
twin evils of rural life road dust and 
mud Making use of just such soil 
materials as may be found in almost 
any county, plus a moisture attract­ 
ing chemical, the United States Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads has developed 
formulas for building low cost, all­ 
season roads that from now on likely 
will get a bigger share of federal 
construction funds if the clamor for 
better secondary highways is any 
indication of future trend. 
The Bureau has found that tiny 
drops of moisture form the key for 
locking soil particles together. In road 
m aking, d e fin ite proportions o f 
granular materials and very little 
clay, plus some moisture tend to 
bring about what is called a “stabi­ 
lized" condition which results in a 
road tread that is quite hard and, with 
proper maintenance, is as dustless in 
August as it is mudless in April. 
Traffic of the kind usually found on 
“farm-to-market" roads actually oper­ 
ates to make a better road instead of 
breaking it up. This is because tile 


“stabilized’’ road materials are com­ 
pacted even more by tile rolling 
weights above. 


How to provide and maintain the 
necessary moisture during dry months 
was the problem. Then chemistry 
stepped in with a substance calcium 
chloride 
that, when spread on the 
road, absorbs moisture directly from 
the atmosphere and keeps the road 
surface damp. 


Experimenting independently in 
an attempt to find a type of road 
that would cost little, yet provide a 
good surface for the greatest number 
of people all year round, the high­ 
way departments of several states 
followed the lead of Michigan and 
also d ev elo p ed d u stless, m udless 
roads of the stabilized kind. Now 
thousands of miles o f chemically 
stabilized roads serve rural and resort 
areas of M ichigan, Indiana, Ohio, 
New York and other states. In these 
areas travel was not enough to justify 
spending $7,000 to $20,000 a mile 
for heavy traffic pavements, but quite 
enough to warrant spending from 


$650 to $2,500 a mile for full 
‘li­ 
gation. 
Where funds are extrem ely lim ­ 
ited, spreading calcium chloride to 
elim inate the dust is the best thing 
to do This costs from $150 to $300 
a mile. A little more money may 
make possible a “partial stabiliza­ 
tion," accomplished by adding to tho 
road an inch or so of properly pro­ 
portioned topsoil or pebble-soil, clay 
and chemical. Sand-c!ay m ixl * 
I 
crushed shell also make highly suit­ 
able ingredients in this method of 
road im p rovem en t. T h e " con soli­ 
dated" surface resulting from this 
improvement measure not only takes 
care of the dust nuisance but elim i­ 
nates spring mud, too. The following 
year this step carr be repeated to give 
a thicker wearing surface. Highway 
engineers call this “stage" construc­ 
tion of a stabilized road. It is a pay- 
as-you-go way of building a fully 
stabilized road over a period of years, 
but providing a nuisance-free high­ 
way in the meantime. Of course, full 
stabilization is desirable if funds are 
at hand.

p rofit and plow ing the profits back

m e n t h a v ceased. Jobs a re a t a prem i­ 
um.. The A m erican w age ea rn e r is 
faced with unem ploym ent and a fall- j 
ing stan d ard of living. Once again the j 
sort *o futile e ffo rts to “ prim e the 
pu m p” . 
A vicious cycle such as t h ’s cannot 
continue indefinitely. It is like driv­ 
ing a car with a broken g en erato r. 
U ltim ately the b atte ry run s down and 
the e a r stalls. The only difference 
is th a t A m erica’s industrial genera- 


ever-increasing assessm ent of taxes 
of various kinds and for a m ultiplici­ 
ty of purposes” . Despite the g re a te st 
volume of electric and gas sales in 
the history of the com pany, net rev­ 
enues were slightly less th an in 1936.

Until these vital issues are cleared 
up and assurance is given th a t the 
pro fit system is not to be scrapped, 
there can be no economic stability, 
no lasting recovery.— Industrial News 
Review.
